And conversely, we 
imagine that the people in towns where 
lynehings occur must be somehow pecu- 
lHiarly barbarous, illiterate, lawless. A 
lynching, like death, is a great way off 
until] it strikes us. 

I have‘ just been visiting a number of 
“lynching towne” in this country, both in 
the South. and in the North. I went pri- 
marily to formulate, if I could, a clear idea 


of what 150 lynchings a year—the average 
in the United States for the last 2 years— 


might really signify, to discover in what 
way a lynching town is different from my 
town or your town, what classes of citi- 
zens constitute the mobs, and what is the 
underlying cause of such murderous out- 
breaks. 

And as I visited the various towns I was 
more and more impressed with a sense of 
their HNomely familiarity; they were all 
American towns, just like yours and mine. 
I saw no barbarians. On Sunday morning 
I heard the church bells ringing, on week- 
days there was the same earnest political 
buncombe; I found the same sort of news- 
papers and fraternal societies and woman’s 
Clubs, the same talk—and nothing but talk 
—of ‘“‘political graft’’ in this gas deal or 
that water company, the same soaring local 
pride over the tallest standpipe, or the most 
wonderful spring. or the greatest factory. 


The Lazy Negro 
as Lynching Factor. 


1 have borne thus strongly on the charac- 
ter of the lynching town,.in order that we 
may examine a few specific cases’ with 
proper humility of spirit, as persons dwell- 
ing in glass houses. 

About 40 per cent of the population of 
the county consists of negroes. To most 
northerners a negro is a negro; but one of 
the first things to impress a visitor in the 
South is the fact that there are two very 
distinct kinds of negroes—as distinct as 
the classes of white men. The first of these 
is the self-respecting, resident negro. Some- 
times he is a land-owner, more often a 
renter; he is known to the white people, 
employed by them, and trusted by them. 
The southerner of the better class, indeed, 
takes a real interest in the welfare of the 
home negro, and often has a real affection 
for him. In Statesboro, as in most of the 
South, a large proportion of the negroes 
are of this better class. On the other 
hand, one finds everywhere large numbers 
of the so-ealled ‘‘worthless negroes,’’ .per- 
haps a growing class, who float from town 
to town, doing rough work, having no per- 
manent place of abode, not known to the 
white population generally. The turpen- 
tine industry has brought many such ne- 
groes to the neighborhood of Statesboro, 
* © * and all their kind, both tn the coun- 
ty districts and in the city, are doubly un- 
fortunate in coming into contact chiefly 
with the poorer class of white people, 
whom they often meet as industrial com- 
petitors. This industrial friction (a more 
important factor in the negro problem, 
perhaps, than is commonly recognized), 
added to the historic contempt of the negro 
for the “poor white’ and the hatred of 
the poor white for the negro, constitutes 
a fertile source of discord. Even after 
making due allowance for the bitter prob- 
lems of “‘socia] equality,’’ negro franchise, 
and negro crime, all of which go to make 
up what is called “race prejudice,” it is 
safe to say that if there were only Me 
better class of whites in the South and 
the better class of negroes, there would 
be no such thing as a negro problem. 

In all the towns I visited, South as well 
as North, I found that this floating, 
worthless negro caused most of the trou- 
ble. He prowls the roads by day and by 
night: he steals; he makes it unsafe for 
women to travel alone. Sametimes he 
has gone to school long enough to enable 
him to read a little and to write his name, 
enough education to make him hate the 
ham work of the fields and aspire to bet- 
ter things, without giving him the deter- 
mination to earn them. He is often un- 
der the domination of half educated negro 
preachers, who sometimes make it thelr 
stock tn trade to stir their followers to 
greater hatred of the whites He has 
little or no regard for the family relations 
or home Hfe, and when he commits a 
crime or ts tired of one locality, he sets 
out, unencumbered, to seek new fields, 
leaving his wife and children without the 
slightest compunction. In every lynching 
town I have visited I made especial in- 
quiry” as to the prevalence of crime, par- 
ticularly as to the degree of certainty of 
punishment for crime. In all of them 
property is safe; laws looking to the pro- 
tection of goods and chattels are executed 
with a fale degree of precision; for we 
are a business-worshipping peopie But I 
was astounded by the extraordinary prev- 
alence in all these lynching counties, North 
as well as South, of crimes of violence. 
especially homicide, acompanied in every 
ease by a poor enforcement of the iaw. 
Bullock County, with barely twenty-five 
thousand inhabitants, has had thirty-two, 


wwe 


twenty-eight years, notwithstanding the 
high rate of homicides, only three men, 
all negroes, have been legally hanged, 
while four men—three negroes and one 
white man—have been lynched. 


Impulses of 
a Lynching Town. 


It is well understood that if the murderer 
has friends or a little money to hire law- 
yers, he can, especially if he happeng to be 
white, nearly always escape with a nomi- 
nal punishment. These facts aré widely 
known and generally commented upon. In 
his subsequent charge to the grandjury 
Judge Daly said that the mob was due in 
part .to “delays in the execution of law 
and fo the ~~ becoming impatient.’’ 

I am _ not telling these things with any 
~ of excusing or palliating the crime 
of lynching, but with the earnest intent 
of setting forth all the facts, so that we 
may understand just what the feelings and 
impulses of a lynching town really are, 
good as well as bad. 

The mob led directly to a genera] in- 
crease of crime in Bulloch County. As 
Judge Daly said in his charge to a subse- 
qucnt grandjury. 

“Mob violence begets crime. Crime has 
been more prevalent since this lynchin 
than ever before. In the middle circuit 
the qourts have heen so badly crowded 
With murder trials that it has been al- 
most impossible to attend to civil business.” 

Another evil result of the lynching was 
that it destroyed valuable evidence. The 
prosecutors had hoped to learn from the 
convicted Reed and Cato the details of the 
assassination society of which I have al- 
ready spoken, and thereby bring to jus- 
tice all the other negroes suspected of com- 

licity in the murder of the Hodges. ‘This 

S now impossible, and if the Before Day 
Club ever existed, most of the criminals 
who composed it are still at large, awaiting 
the next opportunity to rob and murder. 


South Wages War 


on This Lawlessness, 

No one who looks seriously into the 
lynching problem in the South ¢an fail to 
be strongly impressed with the fact that 
the people everywhere, led by the best 
newspapers and the enereve:ic «ouns mn 
—the men who are developing the resources 
of the New South in such an astonishing 
way—have not only awakened to the gravy- 
ity of their problem, but that they are 
making a genuine fight for social self-re- 
straint, for the breaking p of old preju- 
dices, in short, the replacing of mob-license 
by the orderly execution of the law. When 
I went South I shared the impression of 
many Northerners that the South was law- 
less and did not care—an impression that 
arises from the wide publication of the 
horrible details of every lynching that oc- 
cur, and the utter silence regarding those 
deep, quiet and yet powerful moral and in- 
dustrial forces which are at the work of 
rejuvenation beneath the surface. | came 
away from the South impressed with two 
thinigs: 

That the South has no lessons to learn 
from the North. in so far as the lynching 
problem is concerned, 

That the South is making fully as good 
progress in overcomi its peculiar forms 
of lawlessness as the North is making in 
overcoming its pecullar forms. Indeed, I 
da not know where in this country today 
there can be found a healthier or more 
patriotic growth of the civic conscience 
than in the more progressive cities of the 
South.

“In a general way the conception of this 
monumental temple to be dedicated by Il- 
linois as a tribute\to the memory of those 
of her citizen soldiers who participated in 
the carhpaign and siege from March 29 to 
July 4, 1863, will recall the Pantheon and 
the Temple of Minerva Medica at Rome, 
classified by Ferguson as among the finest 
temples of the anéient world. This idea 
of a rotunda orga circular temple was 
}adopted by the commission because it 
seemed most admirably sufted for com- 
memorating in enduring form the patriotic 
services and heroic achievements of the 
men who served in that campaign and 
siege. | 

“In proportions the main part of this 
state temple will be a little over 54 feet 
in diameter, surmounted by a hemisper- 
ical dome, the crown of which will be a 
little over 62 feet feet in height. It will 
face the south and the entrance to it will 
be under a Tetrasstyle Dorie portico 32 
feet wide and projecting 14% feet® on the 
south facade of the temple. The pediment 
of the temPple is supported by four Dorie 
monolith columns of the Roman style. 


Sculpture Work 
Will Be Notable. 


“The pediment will be decorated with 
appropriate sculptures, consisting of the fig- 
ure of ® gerfbe supported by Fame and 
Valor with other appropriate sculptures.

One 
of the marvelous things about the sol- 
diers is that they never complain, no mat- 
ter how badly they are wounded, In speak- 
ing of this, Miss King said in part: 
“It really puts us to shame to see how 
these brave Japanese conducted themselves 
and th@n compare their heroic conduct 
with our own soldiers. In Cuba and the 
Philippines our men would swear and 
be cross and ugly when in the hospitals. 
Some didn't want to go back to the bar- 
racks, even when we told them they should, 
but wanted to lie in the hospitals. The 
Japanese are all anxious to go to the bar- 
racks, They want to be out of the hospital 
as soon as possible. One Japanese boy ac- 
tually cried because he couldn’t leave his 
bed to go back to Manchuria. The Japan- 
ese do not hate the Russians, but they say 
they must fight them to prevent the strang- 
ulation of Japan. The wounded Russians 
are received almosts as guests, and are 
treated Just like the Japanese. The officers 
are allowed to take hot baths, and each 
one is given so much a week for cigars. 


Health of the 
Jap Army Fine, 


Miss King spoke of the remarkably high 
standard of health shown by the Japanese 
army. Only 1 per cent was on the sick 
list, which is a record no army on earth 
ever attained before. This is due to the 
excellence of thé medical corps, which has 
adopted the most modern means of treat- 
ment and prevention. Before an army ad- 
vances chemists test all water in the 
neighborhood to ascertain if any ingred- 
lents detrimental to health exist. All food 
is of the best and every precaution is 
taken to see that the soldier is well 
clothet.

Wearled of efforts to force Comer to de- 
liver her money to her, it is asserted, Miss 
McDonnell called the executor some harsh 
names and cast reflections on his honesty. 
In retaliation Comer started suit for slan- 
der and in his own behalf caused an at- 
tachment to be issued against himself for 
Miss McDonnell’s money. As a resuit the 
legacy has been tied up for four years. 

In the vpinion handed down sugtaining a4 
jury in the Circuit Court which believed 
Miss McDonnell’s denials of the slander 
charges, Judge. Freeman of the branch 
Appellate reviews the remarkable record 
or the htigation. 

“No reason appears why Comer did not 
make the payment of money to Miss Mc- 
Donnell and obtain his voucher through 
a’ court,” said Judge Freeman. 

“Undisputed evidence shows that Comer 
took an active interest in ane at- 
tachments against the money in his hands 
in @uits, it is clafmed, he was chiefly !n- 
strumental in having brought agalnst her.

Careful inquiries were made by the fam- 
ily and also by the attorneys in an effort 
to trace his whereabouts, but all were fu- 
tile. In timé his interest in the Hotel Lahr 
were sold and the proceeds, after his obliga- 
tione were settled, were turned over to Mrs.

DES MOINES, Io., Dec. 2%4.—Blanched by 
loss of blood and the closest call from 
death known to Des Moines physicians in 
many months, Joseph Fager lies on a cot at 
Still college huUSpdtal, slowly regaining the 
strength which he lost after a delicate 
Surgical operation last Wednesday. 

Fager is a socialist. 

During the past few weeks he has been 
negotiating with the Des Moines branch of 
that party with a view to becoming its 
business agent for the socialists of Polk 
County, and giving all his time and energy 
to the cause for which an ardent devotion 
had developed tn the young engineer. Fager 
has been for months in charge of the en- 
gine room of the Eliiott hotel. 

From babyhoed he has been hampered by 
an impediment in his speech, resulting from 
the growth of the inner flesh of his cheek 
against the gums of his upper and lower 
aw. Three times, within the past few 
years he consulted spectalista {in regard to 
this deformity. One noted surgeon in New 
York told him the operation for the separa- 
tion of the parts might be successfully per- 
formed, but that the chances were sixty- 
five in one hundred that the patient would 
bleed to death under the surgeon's knife. 
Another specialist in St. Louis and a third 
in Chicago gave the same opinion. The 
operation, therefore, was delayed indefinite- 
ly,

ENGLISH, Ind., Dec. 4.—‘‘Yes, Rob was 
chained to that staple in the floor night 
and day for more than two years.” 

Rob is a poor insane creature who has 
been held in the Crawford County infirm- 
ary for four years, denied admittance to 
the state hospital for the insane, of this, 
the southern district, because, it was said, 
the hospital is crowded to the doors. 

The first two years of Rob's confine- 
ment in the poorhouse was a confinement 
with a vengeance. He was placed in an 
outbuilding—a small, two-room #éhack in the 
rear of the main infirmary building. A 
big iron staple was driven in the floor 
and clinched, and to this a chain was 
fastened. The other end was clamped 
around the man’s leg and was held fast- 
ehed with a Yale lock. He was given 
enough chain to allow him to get into bed. 
Thus he spent more than two years. The 
room in the shack in which he was con- 
fined is but ten feet long and about seven 
feet wide, and not more than ten feet 
high. The walls are the plain, unfinished 
plank. One small window admits light into 
the room and there are no places for ven- 
tHation. The air is heavy with vile odors. 
Sanitary equipment is wholly lacking. 

Though the present superintendent, Isaac 
Freman,. struck off the shackles when he 
took charge of the infirmary two years 
ago, Rob, the insane, is still confined in 
the fire-trap building with these surround- 
ings. Two-thirds of the room, which 1s 
filthy, has been “penned” off with wood- 
en bars. and in this small space the insane 
man is held night and day. A stove gives 
uncertain warmth to the room.

No Provision for 
Separation of Sex. 


Aside from Hawkins’ insanity, he also 
has epilepsy at times. He was taken to 
the infirmary for safekeeping. 

The conditions at the Crawford County 
infirmary are bad. There is no provision 
for a practical separation of sex. This, 
however. is hardly as bad as at the jail. 

At this time four prisoners are in the 
jail—_one of them an insane man. One of 


these four prisoners is a woman—and a 
good-loking one at that. There are three 
iron cage-iike cells in the single mom of 
the jail and the four prisoners were found 
in the room. The insane man was locked 
in his cell, and he craned his head out 
through a break in the bars and looked up 
and down the corridor. Another of the 
prisoners was locked up. One man was out 
in the corridor with the woman. But a 
week previous there was a second {nsane 
man in the jail, but he was taken out by 
his sister and placed in a sanitarium at 
Louisville. The other had been held in the 
cell several weeks, as it was impossible to 
es admittance for him to the Evansville 
»spital. The jail is poor. Prisoners have 
dug through the frail walls.

INI TELLS 
IN DIPLOMACY 


Czar’s Ambassador to America, It 
Is Said, Will Be Signally Hon- 
ered by President Roosevelt on 

His Golden Jubilee Tuesday. 


BISMARCK, THE GREATEST 
DIPLOMAT OF HIS TIME 


Delcasse, Lamsdorf and Hay, He 
Considers the Greatest of the 
Present Day—He Has Lived Un- 
der Four Ozars.

WASHINGTON, Dec, %4.—In three days 
more, Count Cassini, Russian ambassador 
and dean of the diplomatic corps at Wash- 
ington will complete fifty years of his 
diplomutic life, and the event, it is said, will 
be recognized by a personal letter from 
President Roosevelt. 

It is a long time to have spent in the 
management of intercourse between na- 
tions, afid yet so continuous is the course 
of Russian diplomacy that the Czar has 
four other living plentipotentiaries who 
have been engaged in diplemacy for half 
@ century, in Paris, in Berlin, in Vienna 
and in Constantinople. 

“Looking back through fifty years of dl- 
Pplomacy,’ said Count Cassini today, ‘‘the 
most important factor of civilization devel- 
oped in that time is a sort of international! 
conscience. The invention of the telegraphy 
has brought the nations of the world face 
td face. In my opinion, the discovery of 
this means of communication, establishing 
rapid processes of investigation and’ surety 
of information has prevented many wars. 
It is the right hand of modern diplomacy. 

“Ah,” he added, “‘there have been great 
Ghanges in diplomacy. The ambassador | 
Goes not come now with the challenge of 
@ great and glittering train to overawe the 
mation to which he is accrédited. That be- 
longs to another age. He comes modestly 
with words of good will and he’ brings 
that most important factor in sound al- 
p'omacy, a g00d cook.” ; 
‘A single glance at the powerful counte- 
Mance of the ambassador reveals the fact 
that he is not of the Slav race, although 
his title is Russian The count is of Ital- 
fan origin.

When a littie more than 17 years of age 
the count entered the service of his sov- 
ereign in the diplomatic chancellory of the 
foreign office in St. Petersburg. In succes- 


Denmark and Hamurg. All this was tn 
the days when the present German ém- 
pire was many small states. His next. mis- 
sion took him to China as Russian minis- 
ter. He remained there for five and a 
half years. In that time he negotiated 
treaties which gave Russia the domination 
of Asia. 


One Ozar’s Prophecy. 

“When Alexander III sent me to China,” 
remurked the count, “he said to me with 
prophetic foresight: ‘Do not imagine that 
this is not an important post. There in 
the ‘Rast will presently occur the greatest 
events of the world.’ That was only 
about 20 years ago, and see today how his- 
tory has justified his opinion.” 

The count’s journey to Chiga took him 
through America for the first time. He 
was deeply impressed by the immensity 
of the country and the friendship of its 
people for his own land. Ever since that 
time he has been known as a warm friend 
ef the United States. When about to leave 
China after his briliant diplomatic success 
there, he had a choice of missions. He 
chose America because of the sentiment 
existing between Russia and the great 
western republic. : 

“To my mind,” said the count, “‘the two 
most agreeable countries for a Russian to 
live In were France and the United States, 
both loyal friends of Russia. It was that 
feeling that brought me to make my home 
in Washington. I wanted to be among 
the friends of my country.” 

When the count reached Pekin with a 
magnificently decorated set of credentials 
he discovered that it was the custom. o! 
the Chinese Emperor to show his con- 
tempt for other nations by receiving their 
representatives in a shabby pavilion. This 
exposed the foreign ministers to the 
laughter and jeers of the populace. They 
were looked upon as inferiors, who might 
be treated with any discourtesy by the Son 
of Heaven. ’ 

The count recognized in this ceremonial! 
rudeness which had hitherto been regard- 
ed by his colleagues as a trifling matter, 
@ grave question which deserved heroic 
treatment. He refused to meet the Em-

1¢ negotiated a Russian loan of $100.0%.000 
to China which was paid over to Japan as 
a@ part of the war indemnity. It was this 
money which Jupan used to arm herself 
for the present struggle with Russia. 


Praises Chinese Probity. 


“While [ was negotiating that loan.” 
sald the count, “I discovered abundant 
evidence of the great honesty of the Chi- 
nese. They are not only honest but prudent. 
In spite of the fact that they needed the 
money very badly, they negetiated the 
loan at 5 per cent. with care and all dig- 
nity possible only {n those who intend to 
ay their debts and, therefoPe, feel justi- 
ed in inSisting upon reasonable business 
arrangements. I certainly can bear wtt- 
ness to the probity of the Chinese. In this 
respect they have no, superiors in the 
world.’”* 

There was another skillful stroke of 
diplomacy celivered in China by the count. 
The emperor proposed to send an unim- 
portant judge to represent him at the car- 
onation of the Czar at Moscow. The 
count strongly objected. He saw in the 
proposition the. inevitable tendenev to 
treat outside nations as tnferiors. He de- 
manded.that the envoy. to the coronation 
should be either a prince of the blood or 
Li Hung Charge. It was Li Hung Chang. 
That was the origin of the tour made by 
the greatést man of Cina. , 
During the negotiations of the $100,000,000 
loan the minister ‘negotiated a treaty giv- 
Ing Russia the right to run a braoch ot 
the Siberian raliway down through Man- 
churia to Port Afthur, with a lease of 
Port Arthur and Dalny. In consequence ot 
that treaty, Russia has spent more than 
$309,000,000 in Manchuria in railways, roads, 
canals, public buildings and o.her improve- 
ments. It was through occupation of Man- 
churia, to protect these interests at the 
time of the boxer insurrection, that finally 
led to the wresent war in Asia. 


What He Has Seen, 


“T have lived under four Russian em- 
verors—Nicholas I, Alexander If, Alexan- 
er IIIf and Nichoias 11."" said the eount: 
“In my time diplomacy has accomplished 
the treaty of Paris, the treaty of Bertin, 
the Geneva convention. and The Hague 
conference. To my mind the most {imvor- 
tant events, from standpoint of dip'omacy, 
have been the Geneva convention and 
Hague conference. The treaty of Geneva 
struck at-the most barbarous side of war. 
The Hague conference was aimed azainst 
war itself. ‘ 
“Itisag t source of. pride to me and 
to all Russians that the inspiration which 
resulted in The Hague peace tribunal 
came from the heart and mind of Nicholas 
Il. my beloved sovereigu. The idea was 
not suggested to him. It was his own 
theught. It has given the greatest im- 
pulse to preventive and peaceful diplo- 
macy that has been furnished to the world 
up to the present time. 

‘T can see now that all through these 
fifty years of my active life, the tendency 
of the diplomacy of Christian nations has 
been toward the at 
in the conference hich my 
master called that some way 
found to avert international bloodshed. 
From that conference, I believe, will 
grow a moral. power and consciousness 
that will lessen war in the future. It 
should not be forgotten that the sav- 
ereign who called the nations together 
to find the way to the permanent peace 
was at that time the master of 1.500.000 
armed men, the greatest standing army 
in the world; and not only that, but a 
sovereign with autocratic power. 


Czar Was Against War. 


“You can understand. therefore, how 
Nicholas II looks upon the present un- 
happy wie Sag ir In Asia which I person- 
ally know he did his utmost to prevent. 
If there is any one fact in the diplomatic 
history of my time which stands out 
clear and simple, it is that the Russian 
empire, represented by its ruler. for he 
s really represent it, whatever may 
be said. was opposed to war and thor- 
oughly in sympathy with the great peace 
olicy inaugurated when the world was 
nvited to meet at the Hague.

Hence “Mark Bell’s Calico House be- 
came known all over the land, even before 
the late civil war, as a land mark.

Mississippi Judge Gives One a 
Life Sentence, Two Fifty Years 
Each and One Twenty-five Years 
for the War on Negroes, 


“YOU MUST STOP,” IS HIS 
WARNING TO THE OTHERS 


“When You Come Into This Court 
Again You Will Get Full Pen- 
alty of the Law’—“Be Ne- 
groes, His Counsel to Negroes. 


BROOKHAVEN, Miss., Dec. 244.—Judge 
Wilkinson is living up to his promise that 
the whitecap must go from Missiasippl., 

At the end of the trial this week of the 

notorious Lincoln County cases, he sen- 
tenced one man to prison for life, two 
for W years each and one for % years. 
The men were accused of driving negroes 
from the county and the drastic sentence 
has aroused consternation among the re- 
maining #0 men who, the court says, 
have made themselves liable to indictment 
‘*This whitecapping business must stop,“ 
declared Judge Wilkinson in addressing 30) 
white citizens of Lincoln County, most of 
whom were accused of writing noticies 
warning negroes to leave, Widh posting 
such notices, or with shooting into or 
burning houses. 
“You will get the full penalty of the law, 
even if it takes every man in Lincoln 
County and makes every woman a widow,” 
continued the judge. 

In I.ncoln County there is a whitecap 
organization known as the ‘“Farmers’ 
League.'’ This league inaugurated a reign 
of terror throughout the’county. Negro 
homes were burned, many were shot into 
from the darkness, mary negroes were 
killed or wounded or whipped. Notices 
were posted in many places . throughout 
the county warning the negroes to leave. 

Judge M. A. Wilkinson ordered a grand- 
jury to take up the case, and as a result 
the jury at the present term of court re- 
turned 62 true bills of indictment. Seven 
of these were for murder, 21 for other fel- 
onies, and the rest for various other forms 
of misdemeanor. Three hundred men were 
accused of conspiracy. 

Seven young men were sentenced to the 
penitentiary for murder done in the name 
of the Farmers’ League. Two others were 
at Liberty. 


Judge Gives 
a Straight Talk. 


In announcing to the 300 men accused of 
conspiracy that they would not have [to 
stand trial. a cesset processus having been 
recommended in all their cases by the dis- 
trict attorney, Judge Wilkinson said: 

“As a representative of the law, and not 
with any intent to threaten, nor with any 
braggadocio, but as a fact, I say to you 
who nave been concerned in this thing that 
have got to quit. Not ‘Will you 
quit?” ‘Please quit,’ but ‘you have got to 
quit!’ This experience is just a little chas- 
tisement as you would correct a refractory 
child with a straw, but the next/time we 
are going to ‘bust the hide’—you will get 
the full penalty of the law, even if it takes 
every man in Lincoln County and makes 
every woman a widow. The law must be 
enforced; it’s your law. This whitecapping 
business must stop, and I want to say that 
I belicve it is over tn Lincoln County. This 
ends the matter with you. I trust that 
you will never come back here again ex- 
cept to serve your state as loyal citizens. 

“Here are two boys, who, out of the 
goodness of heart of the people who have 
stood cheek by jowl and shoulder to shoul- 
der with the court in ferreting out crime, 
are to be given their liberty. Over there 
are seven boys who are going to the peni- 
tentiary fer one of the foulest crimes that 
ever blackened the name of your county. 

“How do you know whose would be the 
next house to be shot into if they had not 
organized to put down this lawlessness? 
Instead of telling lies about them, you 
ought to sing the praise of the men of 
Brookhaven who had backbone enough and 
grit enough to organize for the purpose.

CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—"'I don't see why any 
one should think it unusual that I have 
decided to live where my heart is.’ 

But on second thought even Mrs. Cella 
Parker Woolley cannot but confess that 
her heart is in a strange place. She is a 
Chicago society matron, and besides is a 
writer of wide repute. 

“Where her heart is’ is the levee dis- 
trict of the city, the very center of the 
negro population, where in past years life 
has not been held any too high. It is, in 
fact, one of the slums of Chicago, where 
even the courage born of poverty is not 
enough to compel the average white per- 
son to accept it as “home.” 

But there Mrs. Woolley its going to make 
her home. She is giving up one of the 
most luxurious homeg @m the fashionable 
part of town to go tare and rescue the 
blacks from vice and squalor and ignor- 
ance.

streets, and will then begin her life-work, 
abandoning all social obligations and lit- 
erary aspirations. 

Mrs. Woolley is president of the Fred- 
erick Douglass Center, an organization of 
egy ities persons in Chicago, formed 
for the uplifting of the negro race. Under 
Mrs. Woolley'’s guidance the society ig 
seeking a location for a settlement home 
to carry on the work of rescue in a system- 
atic way. It was during the search for 
the site for the home that Mrs. Woolley 
came to the decision that she should devote 
her life to the work of uplifting the 
negroes of the city. She was formerly the 
gaster of a large church tn the fashionable 
North ysSide, and it was to her former pa- 
rishionhers that she first made known her

Mikado’s Secret Envoy Insists Nippon Will Never Be Safe 


East’’ Well as as Corea 


Are Under Her Complete Control.

NOW YORK, Dee. @%—‘Yes, I think—I 
think that we shall not be able to do with- 
out Port Arthur after the close of the 
war,"’ said Baron Kentaro Kaneko musing- 
ly, hesitatingly, his keen black eyes gazing 
introspectively. 

A dapper little gentleman, this Japanese 
Statesman. Small, even for one of his race, 
but with a cleancut, aristocratic and en- 
ergetic face, and with a high forehead, 
delicately chiseled and brimful of’ brains. 
In attire faultlessly neat and quiet, In 
voice low, deliberate, with an inflection of 
gentleness; his enunciation, save for the 
slight Japanese accent, very distinct. 

We were seated in the baron’s comforta- 
ble parlor in-the Holland House. My per- 
sonal acquaintance with him was of recent 
date. He had@ read some of my late books, 
po. leularly the one on Russia and the one 
in which reflections on the present war 
between Japan and Russia for a considera- 
ble part; had written me very kindly, 
praising my work and expressing amaze 
ment at what he was good enough to term 
my “wonderful insight in Japanese life and 
aspirations,” and had invited me to pay 
him a visit. , 

Like ali the Intelligent Japanese I ever 
met, he, too, was very eager and skillful 
in questioning. But though a very asiute 
diplomat—indeed, how else could his gov- 
ernment have appointed him on a secret 
mission to ‘this country at this critical 
tide in Japan's affairs?—he was quite frank 
in answering my own questions. And 
indeed he who has watched Japan's states- 
manghip during recent years knows that 
frankness has been its most conspicuous 
feature. 

He stretched out ‘his glossy patenttleath- 
er shoes that fitted his smal!, high-arched 
feet like gloves, and resumed the thread 
of our conversation—a conversation which 
ran the whole gamut of war topics. He 
had asked me whether, in my opinion, 
Port Arthur was a strategic and economic 
necegaity to Japan and I had -answered 
decidedly in the affinmative. Whereupon 
he gave expression to the above opening 
sentence. He continued: 


Port Arthur Much 
Stronger Than Gibraltar, 


‘Russia made out of Port Arthur her 
Gibraltar of the Par East. In fact, Port 
Arthur is much stronger than England's 
key to the Mediterranean. Now, the world 
a@mits that Gibraltar is absolutely required 
for England's naval supremacy in the 
Mediterranean—may for her domain in In- 
dia. It forma the first and by far the most 
important port on her way to the Bast. 
Without Gibraltar her control] of India and 
her eastern colonies is shaken and be- 
comes a <disputabie point. But for us 
Port Arthur means vastly more than does 
Gibraltar for England. Look at the map! 
He led me to a big map of the Far Kast, 
suspended from the wall, and on which 
the ‘vital spots,’’ go to speak, were marked 
prominently. With his slender index fing- 
er he pointed to Japan's isiand empire 
first: next to the Korean tongue of land, 
which shat out from the mainiand and 
pointed, Uke a dagger, at the very heart 
of fair Nippon; and ‘lastly, with a frown on 
forehead, at the Liactung 
Peninsula and its ¢arthest southern ex- 
tremfity—Port Arthur and Dainy. 
“Suppose we hold Corea in our grasp,” 
said he, @owly, “by which 1 mean, of 
oouree, not the possession of that country, 
but ite political and military contre?. That, 
I think I may say, the world acknowledges 
we must have. Corea is the advance post 
of Japan. From its shores the headlands 
of the nearest Japanese islands are visible 
on a clear day. A passage by sieam of a 
couple of hours is all that divides Corea 
and Japan. 

“We miust be able to control Corea. Our 
national e@afety imperatively demands it. 
Japan's ascendancy over Corea is a matter 
of centuries Cf growth. Suppose, then, we

I ventured to interrupt: “It is then Jap- 
an’s unaltered purpose to take Port Ar- 
thur, no matter what it costs? Late reports 
from the seat of war seemed to cast some 
doubt on that.’’ 

The baron laughed soft and low. cg (3 
yes," he remarked in a steadfast voice, 
“we mean to have Port Arthur, and we will 
have it. There is not the faintest idea of 
suspending the siege. We have the gar- 
rison there like a rat in ite hole, without 
any chance of escape. (Fearful loss of life? 
Yes, I am sorry to say that is true But 
that will not for @ moment turn us from 
the task in hand. Japenese patriotism is 
equal to such sacrifices, to any sacrifices, 
and, as I say, Pog Arthur we muet have. 
That is one of the principal alms we have 
in this war-—I might even gay, the principal 
one. As long as Russia holds Port Arthur 
she is not definitely Beaten, and her rule 
in lower Manchuria is not broken. We will 
seize Port Arthur if it takes years to do 
so—but it will not take years. Japan wil! 
not consent to any peace, to any armistice, 
to any suspension of hostilities, until after 
Port Arthur is in our hands. And after 
winning it this time, we shall not permit 
any power or combination of powers to 
wrest it out of our grasp. History will not 
repeat itself in this instance; the lesson 
we received after the peaceof Shimonoeseki 
was a rude one—we have not forgotten it. 

“When this war is over Japan wants to 
know what she has fought for. She wants 
to be able to point at sométhing worth 
while as the fruit of her bloody labor.”’ 

“But would not Japan break her plighted 
word by retaining Port Arthur?’ I esked; 
‘the assurances she gave to the world 
when she took up arms against Russia?’’ 
The Japanese statewman did not reply 
for a few moments.

And he went into a rapid 
but very shrewd survey of the available 
military and financial resources of the two 
countries, pointing out the two weak links 
in Russia's armor—her sole dependence 
upon the Siberian railroad for supplies and 
troops and her loss of naval supremacy in 
far Asiatic waters. 

“These two defects were fatal from the 
start, and they remain so to this hour.”

Broadway last night was The’ Pike resur- 
rected and revived for Christmas Eve. 

The ballyhoo men and the crowds—the

GIANT SCANDAL 
~1S EXPOSED Bt 
LAWYER DO0G 


Politician of National Renown In- 
volved in Confession by Former 
Husband of Mrs. Morse, Present 
Spouse of Ice Trust King. 


PLOT CHARGED TO ROB 
PROMOTER OF HIS WIFE 


Widely-Heralded Matrimonial 
Tangle Declared to Have Been 
Conspiracy Designed to Avenge 
social Slight—Prisoner Freed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. %4.—Gotham 
Ing tonight with an astounding 
revenge whereby, the story runs, a man 
once among the most prominent officials 
In the East sought to square accounts 
with Charles W. Morse, banker and form- 
er ice king. 

As an outcome of it all Charles F. Dodge 
first husband of Mrs. Morse, is free. He 
received his liberty today upon the re- 
commendation of District Attorney Jerome, 
who personally appeared in court and 
asked that the prisoner be discharged on 
his Bwn recognizance, Mr. Dodge had been 
in Texas for months, fighting all efforts 
at extradition. At last he was® brought 
here a prisoner last night. 

The much-sought-after man owes his 
liberation to the fact that he has made a 
complete confession as to the parts played 
by the various actors in what has been 
termed a great conspiracy. 

In his confession Dodge is said to have 
given the facts of the alleged conspiracy, 
as Mr. Jerome previously. received them 
from Mr. Morse. Dodge said that he had 
been willing to come back and tell all he 
knew at any time, but that he was vir- 
tually a prisoner in Texas at the hands 
of legal representatives of the man he 
charges with inaugurating the proceedings 
out of which grew the scandal. 

It appears that the friendship between 
Morse and the accused politician was 
formed while the latter was in office, and 
that through the influence—Morse’s in- 
fluence, the politician acquired a great deal 
of money in the stock market. Soon after 
the administration, under which the pollti- 
cian held office went out of power, how- 
ever, he had a quarrel with the Ice king. 

There had been business differences, but 
these could have been smoothed over. The 
real source of the quarrel'’s extreme bitter- 
ness was a social slight put upon the poli- 
ticlan by Mr. Morse and his wife 


Aimed Blow 
Through Wife. 


The politician was perfectly conversant 
with all of Mrs. Morse’s history. He knew 
of the divorce from Dodge and how it had 
been obtained. The district attorney’s in- 
formation is that he determined to strike 
Morse through his wife and the Dodge 
divorce proceedings. 

With this object in view he is sald to 
have consulted a prominent lawyer. Soon 
after this a letter reached Morse convey- 
ing the information that the Dodge di- 
vorce was lllegal. Then followed Morse’s 
move to annul his marriage, based upon 
Dodge's affidavits that he had not been 
served with a summons and complaint tn 
the suit. More suits followed, the final 
outcome of which was that Mr. and Mrs. 
Morse family found themselves unquestion- 
ably husband and wife. They are now in 
Europe together. 

It had been the politician's expectation 
that the court proceedings could be . kept 
secret, but he news of the annulment of 
the Morse marriage leaked out and be- 
came public property. Out of this pub- 
liclty came proof that when Dodge swore 
that his wife's divorce was fraudulent he 
had perjured himself. 

This was the first intimation, according 
to the district attorney’s proofs, that Mp. 
Mores had of the fact that there was 
some outside influence at work against 
him. He set detectives to work, and par- 
tially uncovered the alleged conspiracy, 
but before the work was complete Dodge 
had gone to ‘Texas. 

Dodge has told who furnished hfm with 
sums amounting to more than $100,000 to 
leave New York and remain away as long 
as a legal fight of unprecedented bitter-

Presildent David R. Francis of the Lou- 
isiana Purchase Exposition Co. not only 
enters an emphatic general denial to the 
charges made by 8S. hrug of Chicago and 
W. J. Allbrecht of St. Louts, unsuccessful 
bidders for the contract for wrecking the 


World's Fair buildings, that favoritism se- 
cured the contract for the Chicago House 
Wrecking Co., but he answers the charges 


one by one. 

Both charge that absolute secrecy was 
made in handling the bids. Allbrecht says 
he even made protest before a session of 
the salvage committee.

He was 
told to make an offer for the wrecking of 
all the buildings, and bid $70,000. The Chi-

Joseph D. Lucas, Barney Schrieber, Dr.

How Cook Helped 
to Enact Law. 


Maffitt employed Sam B. Cook, present 
secretary of state, who was then chairman 
of the Democratic state committee, to 
press the breeders’ bill’ at Jefferson City. 
At Cook’s instance Stephens signed the 
bill. Now the ex-governor says he con- 
siders the breeders’ law ‘“‘one of the most 
infamous that ever received approval at 
the hands of the legislature.” 

At the depositions, incident to the cele- 
brated Cardwell case, Gov. Stevens was 
asked if Cook thad lobbied for the breeders’ 
dill. 

“Yes,"" he replied, “he called on me 
frequently in relation to the bill after it 
had passed the Houge and Senate. I do 
not know how long he was on the ground 
loking after the bill, but he was there a 
great deal of the time.’ 

“Did Mr. Cook ever have any conversa- 
tion with you before you signed the bill 
in which he stated the capacity In which 
he was acting?” ne Was asked. 

“He called on me,’ replied the witness, 
“on one occasion a little bit excited be- 
cause I held back so long and because 1 
would not give tim positive assurance 
that I would sign the bill. He asked me 
if I would object to him walking over as 
far as the Mansion House. I said I would 
be glad to have him accompany me. It 
was at this time he told me that it meant 
a good deal to him in a financial way; 
that after the bill received my signature 
he would receive a fee, a pretty good fee 
for it.’’ 


Gambling Cause 
of Theft and Vice, 


Chief of Police Mathew Kiely, in an tn- 
terview with a Post-Dispatch reporter yes- 
terday, said that gambling was provoca- 
tive of more thefts, more genera! reckless- 
ness and more neglected homes than any 
vice which had come under his observa- 
tion during his long service as a member 
of the St. Louls police department. 

“There isn't any doubt about the 
racetracks do,'’ gaid the chief. 

“This temptation to gamble ts not con- 
fined to any particular class of persons. 
Not only bookkeepers, bank clerks and 
others dependent on a salary for a liy Ing, 
but business men go tod the tracks and 
part with their money.

“Does it make thieves of honest men?

“I camnot estimate the extent of injury 
which racetracks and gambling tn general 
work on the morals of a community. No- 
body can. 

“Personally, I never placed a bet in my 
life, although I like to see a good horse 
race. 

“How many persons who visit the track 
bet on the races is a question | am not 
qualified to answer. 

“Neither am I qualified to say what the 
effect of a repeal of the breeders’ law 
would be. Some men. if they can't gamble 
on a racetrack will invest their money tn 
some other game of chance. The mania 
to gamble is strong and almost uncon- 
querable, once it has taken hold of an in- 
dividual.”

JAP ATTACKS 


Terrible Fighting That Followed Explosion of Two Mines, Is 
Climax of Fighting in Port Arthur Siege—Attackers 
Rushed Through Breach Before Debris 
Ceased Falling. 


HEADQUARTERS OF THE JAPANESE 
THIRD ARMY, Before Port Arthur, Dec. 
20, via Yinkow (Delayed in transmission), 
via Tientsin, Dec %.—Since the general 
assault of Nov. 26-27 against the forts on 
Rihlung and Kekwan mountains, result- 
ing in furious fighting and great loss of 
life, the Japanese have been engaged in 
tunneling under the north fort of Kekwan 
mountain. Two main tunnels ran under 
the north wall of the fort from the moat 
for a distance of 40 feet, and there were 
four short branch tunnels. 

On the morning of Dec. 18 seven dyna- 
mite mines were laid, the object of which 
was to destroy the north wall and 60 give 
the Japanese access to the fort. The fort 
had so long resisted the assaults of the 
Japanese that it was considered necessary 
that ‘the explosions of the mines and the 
subsequent attacks should be carefully 
planned. 

General Samjima, commanding the left 
division, asked for volunteers who would 
be prepared to capture the fort or to die 
in the attempt. Two entire battalions an- 
swered the general's call, one from the 
left division and the other from the gen- 
eral reserves. The first battalion remained 
in the caponiere galleries during the ex- 
plosion of the mines, while the second 
battalion was in a parallel close to the 
wall of the counter scarp. 


Soldier’s Clothing 
Matched the Ground. 


In order that the dark blue uniform of 
the men might not show against’ the 
brown of the soil which would be turned 
by the force of the explosion, all the at- 
tackers wore brown woolen underdrawers 
over their trousers and brown sweaters 
over their tunics. Instead of a cap each 
man wore a brown woolen head 
which extended to the shoulders, leaving 
only the face visible. Every man carried 
a rifle in his right hand and dynamite 
grenades in his left, while a lighted slow 
match was attached to his cartridge beit 
with which to ignite the fuses of the gre- 
nades. In this pecullar garb, with the 
lighted matches at their waists, the troons 
presented a strange appearance. 

The soldiers of the battalions in the 
caponiere galleries, who were distinguished 
by white badges on their arms, were to 
make the second assault. Gen. Samejima 
personally conducted these arsaults at 2 
o'clock on the afternoon of December 135, 
after the explosions had taken piace. 

The first mine exploded without warn- 
ing and the explosion was not entirely 
successful, owing to the heavy concrete 
above the mine. The explosion of the sec- 
ond mine followed immediately and this 
was succeeded by five smaller explosions. 

The sight was wonderful in the extreme. 
Huge clouds of brown earth and debria 
of all kinds were thrown two hundred 
feet in the air, and it looked as if the 
whole fort had’ been sent heavenward. 
When the clouds of earth had settled down 
the snow for some five hundred yards 
around the fort was covered with brown 
earth,-pleces of timber and blocks of con- 
crete.. 


Charging Soldiers 
iK}led by Debris. 


The explosions made two large breaches 
in the north wall of the fort, through 
which the Japanese in the moat swarmed. 
They charged so quickly that 60 of them 
were cither killed or wounded by the fall- 
ing debris. The Japanese succeeded in 
gaining the ramparts and charged the in- 
terior of the fort, but they were repulsed 
by a portion of the garrison from bellind 


plece 


reinforcements of some 300 to the fort 
through the covered wall at the rear. The 
second battalion of attackers was unable 
to advance immediately, as the sapping 
trenches from the parallel to the moat 
were filled with debris. When this debris 
had been excavated, the battalion gained 
the moat and reached the ramparts 
through the breaches that.had been made 
by the explosions. 

The commander of this enterprise realized 
that any attempt to gain the interior of the 
fort would end In disaster if his whole 
force advanced in one body, 80 he disposed 
his men along the wall and ordered them 
to gain the lower level of the interior of 
the fort by twos and threes and to find 
cover in the holes which had been made in 
the surface by the Japanese shells. 


Holes Made by Shells 
Shelter Invaders. 


In the whole center of the fort great 
holes had been torn by the Japanese shells, 
and these offered good cover for the rifle 
and machine gun fire directed from the 
rear or the fort. In these holes 150 of 
the attackers had found cover by 5 o'clock 
in the evening. 

Advancing carefully, the Japanese ap- 
proached the Russian defenses in the rear 
of the fort, and by working from hole to 
hole under cover of the darkness, the en- 
tire battalion gained the interior of the 
fort, notwithstanding the desperate resist- 
anc made by the Russians. 

The first charge made against 
of sandbags proved unsuccessful, but 
charge followed charge until midnight, 
when the last corner of the Russian de- 
fenses was captured. 


Only Twenty of 
Garrison Escaped. 


The fighting was desperate in the ex- 
treme, with bayonets dynamite hand 
Grenades, and the garrison was 
hilled, with the exception of a party of 
twenty who escaped tbhroush ihe covered 
wall, which they destroyed behind them by 
exploding four mines, and thus preventing 
the Japanese from pursuing them. 

Though the numbers engaged and the 
area of the fighting were small, both as- 
sault and defense were more furious than 
any In the previous history of the siege 
of Port Arthur. With the exceptions noted, 
the garrison died fighting to the last men 
with wonderful determination. The final 
rushes of the Japanese were irres.stible. 
Their wounded refused to retire and in- 
sisted on continu.ng fighting. saving 
that they had vowed to take the fort and 
thet they must succeed. Four field guns 
and three machine guns were captured and 
over three hundred Russians were killed. 

The skillful manner in which the second 
assault was executed prevented heavy 
losses and ensured the capture of the fort, 
which. though not the largest, Is one of 
the strongest of the eastern fortified ridge. 
The fort is important to the Japanese, as 
it opens a way up the gorge between it 
and the eastern pert of Kekwan mountain, 
and is the easlest point at which to plerce 
the principal line of fortifications for the 
purpose of gaining a foothold on the higher 
hille of the ridge. 

The stubborn resistance made by the Rus 
sians was due to the fact that the captured 
fort was the key of the position at this 
point of their western flank.

ATTACK THEORY 


Representatives of Ozar Insist

INTERNATIONAL BODY 
WAITS ON ADMIRAL DAVIS 


English and French Representa- 
tives Chafe at Delay and Would 
Open Hearing Before American 
Member Arrives in Paris, 


PARIS. Dec. %.—The Russian 
before the international commission, which 
is to inquire into the North sea incident, 
ix practically completed. The main fea- 
tures are: 

First—That the firing by the Russian 
squadron was justified as a defense against 
attack. This entails proving the presence 
of Japanese torpedo boats. The Russian 
delegates Inform the Associated Press that 
they possess this proof in the most posi- 
tive and overwhelming form. 

Second—That even if the Russians were 
not attacked they belleved they were at- 
tacked, and therefore the defensive meas- 
ures taken were in absolute good faith. 

Third—At most, it was an accidenf at sea 
where the dangers and risks are extreme, 
and analagous to the British battleship 
Camperdown ramming and sinking the 
British battleship Victoria, and the recent 
firing by a British warship upon @ coast- 
ing vessel during target practice. 

The preliminaries of the commission have 
clearly shown that the British ere anxious 
for a prompt disposal of the case, while 
the Russians do not object to delay it. 
Therefore, the postponement of the open- 
ing of the sessions of the commission ow- 
ing to the nonarrival of Rear-Admiral Da- 
vis, the American representative, developed 
an incident showing the rather significant 
grouping of the delegates, the Russians 
sharing the American view that Admiral 
Davis was entitled to ample time, while 
the British and French sentiment did not 
approve of the postponement. 

It develops that Ambassador Choate sent 
a wireless telegraph message to the Fin- 
land, notifying Admiral Davis that the 
commission would be opened Dec. 22. This 
probably was the first use of the wireless 
system in an important official communl- 
cation in midocean. 


RUSSIAN AGENT LOSES 
EVIDENCE AND BLAMES 
BRITISH GOVERNMENT.

LONDON, Dec. 24.—There is a sensational 

sequel to the recent discovery that two 
sailors, named Walsh and Bennett, had 
been obtaining statements from the Hull 
fishermen that they saw torpedo boats ma- 
neuvering among the fishing fleet on the 
night of the attack by the Baltic fleet upon 
the North Sea fishermen. 

Walsh and Bennett had these statements 
duly attested before the Russian vice-con- 
sul at Hull. and they admit that they were 
acting fn behalf of the Russian sovern- 
ment. 

Bennett. who lives in the east end of 
London, was waylaid last night in the 
street. His pocketbook, containing notes of 
further statements by fishermen, was 
stolen. He declares that his assilants were 
detee@ives acting at the instance of the 
British authorities.

LEGISLATURE TO BE ASKED 
TO DEFINE “GRAFTING” 


System of Fraud Expected to Be 
Revealed in Developments From 
Discharge of Hospital Steward 
Accused of Taking “Rake-Off.” 


Health Commissioner John H. Simon ané 
Attorney Guy E. Golterman, wWio have 
waged a vigerous war on “graft” and 
“grafters” in the health department for 
over a year, are now at work on an 
amendment to the criminal jurisprudenc® 
of the state defining “graft’’ and making 
provisions for the punishment of “graft- 
ers."* 

The charges against Steward Fissinger 
of the City Hospital fMlustrated the “gra ‘t’ 
system which Dr. Simon believes to exist 
in the city institutions. é 

Fissinger, it ls charged, accepted “mark- 
ed" money for allowing short weight in 
supplies delivered to him at the hospital. 
He receipted, it is charged, for 150 bushels 
of potatoes that were never delivered, and 
accepted $40 as his share of the “swag.” 

The commission dealer reported the mat- 
ter to the health commissioner, when the 
steward proposed the deal and co-operated 
with the health department in trapping 
Fissinger. 

“In order to effectually eradicate the sys- 
tem of grafting, which seems to have been 
#0 prevalent in municipal aff said 
Mr. Golterman, “it will be visable, if 
not absolutely necessary, for the legtsiae 
ture to enact a law designating ‘grafting’ 
as a specific offense and providing’a pen 
alty therefor. 

“The movement to suppress grafting in 
the city institutions, which was begun hy 
Health Commissioner Simon about a year — 
and one-half ago, resulted in the Indictment. 
of some eight or nine persons. None of the 
cases ever went to trial. We had to de- 
pend on charges, such as larceny, con- 
spiracy end faise pretenses, and the courts 
invariably sustained demurrers to these 
indictments. 

‘*& bill, which is now in course of pre- 
paration, and which contemplates 
enactment of a law, such as 8 
be presented to the legisiature at its 
ing session. It is to be hoped that ‘this 
measure will speedily become a law, 
enabling us to carry on the wort. of elimi- 
nating grafting from city institutions.”

Charley Hemphill, for nearly three sea- 
sons the mainstay of the Browns in right- 
field, has been ‘“‘passed) up’’ by the St. 
Louis Club and the American League. 

President Hedges of the Browns yester- 
day announced that he had sold Hemphill’s 
release to the St. Paul Club of the Ameri- 
an Association. 

Mike Kelley, St aul’s manager, began 
negotiations for Hemphill shortly after 
the 194 season closed. Manager McAleer 
of the Browns has always maintained that 
Hemphill, in condition, is good enough for 
the Browns, and Charley's failure to take 
proper care of himself last season, is the 
only reason for his return to the min- 
ors, 

After Hynes joined the Browns last sea- 
son and made a geod showing in right- 
field, Hemphill seemed to lose interest in 
the team and his condition for the re- 
mainder of the season kept him on the 
bench. 

But few players that ever wore a St.

In the few brother combinations that 
have from titne to time adorned the prize 
ring none have shown as much promise 
of winning simultaneous laureis as the 
two Attelis, Abe and Monte. 

Abe Attell, the elder, is generally rec- 
Ognized as_ the pick of the youngsters who 
make the 12%2-pound notch at ring side. 
Monte, his young brother, makes the ban- 
tam limit, and when giving away several 
pounds, he knocked out Johnny Regan tn 
the seventeenth round of their battle at 
the West End Club last Thursday night. 
That is the high mark of the brothers 
ring career so far. 

Both of the Attells were born and 
brought up in San Francisco. There ts 4 
pecullar and remarkable coincidence in the 
Place of their birth. With the two At- 
toils, Jimmy Britt, Frankie Neil and Eddie 
Hanlon, making in all five championship 
fighters, were born within a block and 4 
half of each other's homes. 

In spite of the lightning jab-and-get- 
away style that has made him famous, 

Abe Attell is a natural fighter. It was 
because he would rather fight than not 
that he first broke into professionel ranks. 
This is the story of the first “fighting 
professional” as he tells it. 

“When I went to school out in Frisco 
I guess I nearly made my family and the 
teachers gray-headed. Say, if I didn’t have 
at least one fight a day I thought I was 
sick. On the level, I used to fight most of 
the time when we weren't in the school- 
room, and was suspended for scrapping 
with the school kids about once a week. 

“There was one boy that I used to mix 
with every day or so, and It was about a 
toss-up as to which one was the best. 

After we had 
had about a dozen scraps I got so I was 
getting the edge on him. We used to 
fight all the way home about every other 
day or so.

SALOONKEEPER GIVES 
SELF UP TO POLICE 


But When Thwarted Miss Kate 
Burke of East St. Louis Held to 
Weapon Until Arrival of the Po- 
lice. 


Dead Man’s Friends Threaten 

_ Vengeance on Slayer and Police 
Were Forced to Use Their Clubs 
Freely, 


Richard Burke, proprietor of a saloon 4 
and grocery at 1700 Cass avenue, is locked . 
up at the Fourth district station after hav- 
ing shot and killed James Dunphy in the 
rear of Burke's place at 8:45 o'clock last 
night. _ 

Burke surrendered to Policeman 
Sheller and admitted that he had 
Dunphy. 

The latter died at the City Hospital 
while Burke was being taken there to be 
Wentified. 

_ Dunphy told Policeman Weinman before 
he died that Burke had shot him without 
provocation. 

Burke told Patrolman Sheller that Mun- 
phy started to follow him from the street 
into the yard back of the saloon, made 
threatening remarks, whereupon Burke 
eaid he drew.his revolver and shot Dunphy 
in the breast. 

“IT am going to give you what you are 
looking for,”’ is what Burke says Dunphy 
shouted to him immediately before the 
fatal shot was fired. 

Sheller was a@ block away from Burke's 
faloon when he heard the shot. He hur- 
ried to the scene of the shooting, and ar- 
rived just in time to beat off an angry 
crowd of Dunphy's friends, who were 
threatening to wreak vengeance on Burke. 


Club Used 
on the Crowd. 


“I had to use my club rather freely to 
keep the crowd off Burke,"’ said Sheller. 
“One man I was forced to club into sub- 
mission. JI found Dunphy dying on the 
Sidewalk at the entrance to Burke's back 
yard. Burke surrendered to me and hand- 
€i over his revolver, which had one cham- 
ber empty. 

“I then summoned the patrol wagon to 
take Burke to the station and had Dunphy 
conyeyed to the City Hospital in ambu- 
lance.” 

Burke was seen at the Fo 
police station shortly after ing brought 
back from the hospital and@efused to dis- 
cuss the shooting. cert teng. 4 to the police 
he complained of Dunph aving threat- 
ened him last Monday. e telephoned the 
police at that time that Dunphy tried to 
sirike him with a bottle. 

Dunphy was about 30 years old and had 
recently returned to the city from Okla- 
homa. The police were unable to learn the

Burke advanced on the negro, and, as 
he grappled with him, was stabbed in the 
arm. 

The two men began a desperate struggle, 
Burke trying to disarm the negro, and the 
latter trying to stab Burke. 

The daughter at first tried to separate 
the men. Finding her strength of no 
avail she ran behind the bar and caught 
up her father’s revolver. 

She aimed it at the negro, but he saw 
what. she intended to do and threw his 
body around in such a way. that Burke 
was between him and the girl. Miss 
Burke ran to an end of the bar hoping to 
get a clear shot, but the negro changed 
his position again, and she was still afraid 
to shoot. f 

Still holding the revolver, she ran to the 
telephone and turned in a call for help. 
Response was prompt. and while her 
father still struggled over the saloon floor 
with the negro, policemen came. 

The negro gave “djs name as Robert 
Sykes. Burke’s hand was badly cut and 
the stab wound in his arm is painful, but 
not serious. He is at his home.

Jersey City Judge Celebrates by

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Ante-Christmas 
mercy was dispensed in an unusual 
manner by Judge Frank J. Higgins in 
the First Criminal Court in Jersey City 
today.

THE “RAILLESS TRAIN” IN GERMANY. 

A German photo-engraving, from a photograph, of the 
experiment of a “Renard train” recentily made fin Berlin 
gives an almost laughable turn to what is expected to 
prove a long step forward in the use of the automobile. 
The “train” as photographed in motion has much the 
appearance of a procession of “Mardigras floats” in this 
country, 

The “Renard train,” so called after Col. Renard of the 
French. army, consisted of-all manner of vehicles, includ- 
ing a “flat car’. loaded with Spectators, attached to an 
automobile, serving: the Purpose of a jocomotive and draw- 
-_ this. ‘‘train’’ after it over a common turnpike, without 
rails. 

The experiment made in both France and Germany had 
for their first object’ the. testing of automobiles for draft 
purposes in drawing military trains where rails cannot 
be laid. One question was whether a long train behind an 
automobile on a common turnpike would follow it around 
a sharp curve, without great danger of accident. The test 
was ‘pronounced satisfactory in. this’ respect. ‘The Berlin 
automobile was a locomotive for use on common roads. 
It is cred- 
ited with Grawing its train safely on a level road at a 
speed of 0 miles ‘an hour. 
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TESLA’S MAGNIFICENT PROMISES. 

According to the latest promises of Nikola Tesla, energy 
for operating machinery is soon to be transmitted from 
Niagaya Falls to Australia or any other part of the world, 
without the use of wires or any other conducting agency 
than the earth itself. He promises to perfect a ‘“‘trans- 
mitter’’ capable of handing several million horse power 
and of sending it in quantities to sult to any part of the 
world where it is called for. ~ 

As a trivial incident of the method of Aandling electricity 
which he announces he is about to perfect, he expects that 
the homes of the country can be lighted by electricity 
without wires by the use of vacuum tubes, the energy for 
which will be supplied from central “transmitters’’ perhaps 
hundreds of miles away. A hunting party in the Rocky 
mountains a hundred miles from the nearest town, is to be 
enabled first to cook its food by electricity transmitted to 
it through the earth, then, by planting its own private re- 
ceiving and sending machinery, it is to receive the news 
of the world and news from home and afterwards tele- 
phone to friends on steamers in the middle of the Atlantic 
or Pacific. 

Mr. TeSla's latest interviews rend like fairy tales and 
as he does’ not yet define the principles on which he ex- 
pects to work in directing currents to any distance at will, 
in any amount.of “horse power’ called for, the public can 
only await the results.

Heaving Roadbed at Lucin Cutoff 
Grave Trouble to 
Engineers.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 24.—Shortly 
after the Overland eastbound limited 
passed over the Lucin cutoff. which crosses 
a narrow neck in the Great Salt lake. a 
trackwalker discovered yesterday that a 
portion of the grade had disappeared from 
Sight, and on examining the place it was 
found that it had sunk nine feet. 

The cutoff is not dangerous for its en- 
tire length, but in many places it has sunk 
below the established grade and in other 
laces the crust below the surface of the 
ake has swelled and raised the grade, 

The cutoff is considered unsafe by the 
raliroad employes, and the officials, in or- 
der to avoid an accident, keep guards along 
the line for the entire distance across the 
lake. When piles were driven into the 
bottom of the lake in some instances they 
would penetrate a hard crust and then sink 
for manv feet into the mud below.

A doil was left for 
each of the children, a mué¢h-needed pair 
of shoes and a jacket for the woman, and 
a great quaniity of food, enough to last 
beyond Christmas. 

Nearby, at the house of Francis Hudson, 
a large basket of fresh and salt meat, 
« bushel of potatoes and coffee and flour 
were left. This was for an old couple no 
longer able to work. 

At the home of Mrs. Kukner, where there 
were two sick children, three baskets were 
left. Im them were clothes and food, toys 
and delicacies. The woman's husband had 


deserted her and she lives with her chil-

dren in a scantily furnished room and is 
without means of a livelihood. 


Many Women 
Were Aided. y 


It is a peculiar phase of the work <4 
Captain Pickel in his district that so many 
of the needy are women who have been 
left with children by faithless husbands. 
Most of them are scarcely able to pay even 
the small amount demanded for the rent 
of the one_.or two rooms they occupy. For 
weeks Captain Pickel ‘and his men have 
kent them supplied with food and fuel. 

Wra they saw this extra Christmas 
cont..vation many of them wept and wrung 
their hands; few of them laughed, Their 
gratitude was too deep for laughter or for 
any great expression of joy. Many of the 
recipients were old couples, so old that 
their time for earning had passed. and they 
mumbled their thanks incoherently, grate- 
ful for the food, having forgotten that 
there was such a season as Yule-tide. 

The visits of the police Santa Claus were 
into dark alleys where joy seldom pene- 
trates, and into which the folice seldom go, 
save to make arrests. The @read of the 
visits of the men in blue coats was forgot- 
ten, however, yesterday afternoon. 

When the distribution was finished and 
many homes had been assured of a bount- 
eous Christmas, the patrol wagon, with 
Capt. Pickel standing on the footboard, re- 
turned to the station house, to its old oc- 
cupation, for it had: filled in an hour its 
ee of almoner.

NEW PRIMARY LAWS 


Bill Will Be Submitted to Illinois 
Legislature Under the 
‘Party Whip. 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch 

SPRINGFIBLD, I1l., Dec. 24.—The prt- 
mary election law, which will make con- 
ventions of all sorts, including the state 
nominating bodies to a large extent, only 
a formal affair, is now in the hands of the 
sub-committee of the Republican state ex- 
ecutive committee. It is drawn closely 
along the lines of the ‘‘compulsory direct 
primary’ plan, as was promised by party 
speakers during the last campaign. 

The new bill is Lieutenant-Governor- 
elect Sherman's hobby, and the things em- 
bodied in the preliminary draft of the 
measure are his own ideas. 

The subcommittee appointed by the, Re- 
publican state committee to prepare a m@as- 
ure for presentation to the legislature 
as a party measure met in Chicago and 
ratified the preliminary draft after taking 
it up by paragraphs. Another meeting of 
the co will be held in Chicago next 
Tuesday, after that the special 
measure will placed befcre the full state 
committee, r ratification. With the of- 
ficial sdnotion of the Republican party 
the primary bill will be given to the leg- 
islature during its earliest days. 

To avold convention deadlocks, the bill 
will name a number of ballots that a dele- 
gate may feel himself bound to vote for 
the candidate for whom he is instructed. 
Jt is understood that the new bill will 
provide a blanket ticket With ‘the names 
of the candidates at the top, followed by 
the delegates. - The most important pro- 
visions are that the primaries of both

REPUBLICANS DRAFT DELEGATES CANT — 


COERCE MERCHANTS 


Supreme Court Frees Conrades, 
Held on Contempt Charge for 


Resisting Investigation. 


The State Supreme Court handed downa 
decision yesterday favorable to John H. 
Conrades. Jr., in the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings instituted by him against the St. 
Louis House of Delegates and its tax in- 
vestigating committee. Mr. Conrades, a 
wealthy North St. Louls chair manufac- 
turer, was declared In contempt and placed 
under constructive arrest by the House of 
Delegates for refusing the House's tax 
investigating committee access to books 
and records of his manufacturing com- 
pany. 

The proceedings resulted from an at- 
tempt on the part of the House of Dele- 
gates to ascertain ff any St. Louts firms 
and individuals were “dodging” their taxes. 
The committee started out to compare the 
returns made to the license collector with 
the books and records of the various firms 
and Individuals who were to be investi- 
gated, 

The committee suceeeded in gaining ac- 
cess to the records of some firms. In 
other cases the tax examiners were balked. 
he House then tried to force matters. 

The Court of Appeals denied the writ 
of habeas corpus asked for by Mr. Con- 
rades, holding that the House had the 
power to examine. The Supreme Court 
took the opposite view of the case and 
discharged Mr. Conrades, who had been 
released on bond when placed under con- 
structive arrest. The tax investigating

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WINTER STORM 


HE campaign which is annually conducted by the 
telephone and telegraph companies against snow 
and sleet began earlier than usual this year, for a 

severe storm in November swept down poles and wires 

in many sections of the country. Such a storm plays 
strange pranks with poles and wires. 

At Washington, D. C., it was found that in one short 
stretch of road just. outside the city 27 poles had fallen. 
These poles carriéd about 100 wires, comprising most of 
the long distance lines running into Washington. A re- 
markable feature of this particular occurrence was that 
although the poles weré down some of the wires were not 
broken and messages were transmitted over them as 
though no storm had taken place. At Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
the weight of ice which formed upon the wires tore a 
telephone pole in halves as neatly as if it had been split 
with »x and wedges from top to bottom. While one- 
half of the pole remained planted in the ground, the other 
half was pulled clear of the earth and remained in an 
upright position, three feet to one side, where it was 
supportel by the wires attached to nearby poles which 
were broken. 

The wide destruction furnished an illustration of the 
many unexpected ways in which such @ telephone system as 
that which has spread over the United States may prove 
uxeful in times of emergency. It greatly reduces the 
danger of the interruption of news servicé and is thus a 
boon to the makers and readers of the daily papers. 
After the storm many instances were reported in which 
news of the doings of the world was transmitted over tele- 
phone wires which were standing in regions where the tel- 
egraph lines were down. In Baltimore, for instance, the 
local agent of the Associated Press secured his western 
news by talking with Chicago over the telephone wires 
am! later these same wires were converted temporarily 
inte a telegraph line, a course followed in Bangor and a 
mimber of other cities.

At the time they 
Were prepared there was no satisfactory system of nota- 
tion, nor was any devised un{il about the eleventh cen- 
tury. Previously the immense number of songs and chants 
nad be memorized by the performers.

With the exception of the wood floors 
for stage and seats, the entire theater is constructed of 
fireproof material throughout. The baleony and gallery are 
iecanaied by cantilever construction, and the roofs by 
| steel trusses, so there are no columns to obstruct the 
view of the stage from any seat in the house. The spac- 
ing of the seats is designed to give ample room for pas- 
sage through the aisles, and the aisles themselves increase 
in width as they approach the entrances. The slopes for 
the seats are also designed to give a clear and unob- 
strected view of all parts of the stage when each seat is 
occupied, ani the box chairs will be equally desirable for 
the same reason.

NOVEL invention now exhibited in St 
Louis consists of an automatic sales- 
man’’ for cigar stores, which receives 

the patron’s money and hands out his 
choice of cigars. It looks like an ordinary 
Cigar case. It has giase sides and top, bt 
a closed front. F:om the top it is possible 
to make a survey of the five-cent cigars on 
one side and the better quality on the other 
side, which are offered for 10 cents. These 
are in the same case. and one would be 
apt to think that he might drop in a nickel 
and take a 10-cent article, but not so this 
machine. The way the purchesing trans- 
action. is carried out is like this: The front 
of the machine contains two slots for the 
reception of the coin. For a 10-cent cigar 
you insert the dime in the one on the right. 
and for a nickel smoke you drop the coin 
in the other. Then. by the manipulation 
of the crank handle to one side or the 
other. a disk covering a round hole is 
dropped, revealing a large mitten with a 
somewhat elongated sleeve, one for each 
side of the case.
